LAW 188 —t 


Registration of Working Youth 

The Director, Education De- 
partment, wishes to draw the 
attention of employers to the 
Compulsory Education Law, 
1949, and to the regulations 
regarding registration of child- 
ren and adolescents with the 
local educational authorities, 
which: state: — 

The law — para 3 ‘c) 1. The 
employer who employs an 
adolescent on the day the 
Law is enacted, must register 
rim with the educational 
suthority of the district in 
which the young worker lives, 
within 30 days from the date 
the Law has become effective. 

2 The employer who takes 
on an adolescent after the 
Law became effective, must 
register the adolescent with 
the educational authority of 
the district in whieh the 
worker lives, within a week 
from the day the adolescent 
started work. 

Regulation 13. The em- 
nloyver who gives work to an 
adolescent will obtain from 
the local educational authori- 
ties a form which is to be 
filed out according to irm- 
formation received from the 
adolescent. The employer will 
then send by registered mail 
or deliver by hand the’ form 
filled and signed by him to 
the local educational authori- 
ty in the district in which 
the adolescent lives within 

e period stated in para 3 

c) of the Law 

Note: In respect of the Ed- 
veation Year 1951, “adoles- 
cent” means young male or 
female worker between the 


aves 13 and 17 years both 
i ctusive. 
Employers who have not 


cted in accordance, with the 
Law, are asked to do so im- 
mediately. Those who do not 
act accordingly are liable to 
be imprisoned up to 28 days 
cr to a fine of up to IL.20, or 
both.

The Jerusalem Shoe Corporation 
im cooperation with the General 
Shee Corporation, of Nashville. 
Temnessee, second largest of Ame- 
rica’s shoemakers, was one of the 
first to make use of the Romema 
land. The Jerusalem Development 
Corporation and the Jerusalem 
Economic Corporation Lid both 
gave all-out assistance to this 
project, which has now been com- 
pleted by Solel Boneh in a re- 
cord 120 working days to the 
point where production has be- 
gun. 

To draw this largest of indus- 
tries to the capital the Govern- 
ment offered preferential treat- 
ment in obtaining raw materials 
and provided money from the US 
loan to buy equipment. In return

There is 
also a special corner devoted to 
arts and crafts in which the 
Jerusalem craftemen give ample 
proof of their leadership in this 
field im the country. As the spec- 
tator leaves the hall to .descend 
the stone steps to the newly-erect- 
ed pavilion outside, he gets a view 
of the Old City Wall across the 
valley. In this shady pavilion in 
the open are concentrated all the 
non-perishable goods in the ex- 
hibition. Here you may see kitchen 
and office. and army equipment 
(including a neat model sleeping 
bag and tent), brightly coloured 
children’s instructional toys and 
fine leather handiwork. 

of the exhibits tells the 
drama of progress by charts of 
photographs on the wall and 
many of the products are made by 


new firms, new immigrants. One 
stone breaker'’s firm shows all the 
aspects of their work, the siab of 
the smooth stone, the cut strips

School in the Street of the Pro- 
phets was established last October. 
This year it had 80 pupils but for 
the coming year 180 have register- 
ed. During a three years’ curri- 
culum, the pupils are trained in 
automechanics, mechanical leck- 
smithing, dental mechanics. or 
watchmaking. The latter two de- 
partments are the only ones of 
their kind in this country. In ad- 


‘ dition the school runs two courses 


for ex-soldiers, @& one-year course 
in draughtsmanship, and a six- 
months course in carpentry, Pupils 
are accepted after eight years of 
elementary school and, at the 
dental mechahicsdepartment, after 
six years of secondary school. The 
school is very well provided with 
modern equipment supplied by 
O.R.T. which is responsible for 
the entire budget. Its Director is 
Jacob Oleiski who was Director 
of O.FR.T. schools in Lithuania for 
24 years and who, after the second 
World War, established a network 
of 6 OFT. training schools in 
the U.S. sone of Germany. 
Needlework 

ORT. has also taken over the 
Rebekka Somakh acediework 
school, near the Menorah Club 
where some 75 girls are given two 
years training in sewing. Sewing 
schools are aiso maintained by 
the Women’s League for Pales- 
tine, in cooperd@ion with the Wo- 
men Workers’ Council and the 
Noar Haoved, at the Beth Halut- 
zoth. The latter's Director, Miss 
Magda Cohen, is also Principal of 
the Sewing School which provides 
two years training in sewing and 
cutting, combined with continued 
general education. There are some 
55 pupils, who afterwards are 
much sought after by the best 
fashion makers. The Beth Halut- 
zoth also maintains 4 weaving 
school, mainly for new immigrant 
giris, providing six months train- 
ing.

The Association is an in- 
fluential private organization 
of foreign policy experts. 
Professor Bethe said: “The 
time will come when both 
the Soviet Union and this 
country -~will have H-bombs 
“Then this country will be 
much more vulnerable than 
the USSR — we have many 
more large cities that would 
be inviting targets and many 
of these lie near the coast, 
so that they could be reached 
by .submarine and perhaps 
relatively short-range rockets 
“I think it is therefore cor- 
rect to say that the existence 
of H-bombs will give us mi- 
litary weakness rather than 
strength.” 
Professor Bethe also said 
that the American decision 
to make the H-bomb should 
have been taken in secret.
